Look at any reference book you 
pick up you will find in it a life of 
Daniel Boone, yet none of the stand¬ 
ard works even refer to his citizen 
ship in Kanawha county, yet that is 
the only residence he ever had where 
he was honored by election to office, 
or where he ever received an officer’s 
commission. He was elected to the 
Virginia legislature in 1790, with his 
i < ?ont gue ’ Geor £e Clendenin.
